Trade with the Satellites 


Soviet-controlled entes:irses, as well as Austrian firms, seem to be having 
difficulty importing raw materials and finished products from Czechoslovakia. 
Recently Kusin, director of the Soviet O11 Administration (SKY) Purchasing 
office, advised USIA thet he is no longer able to obtain Fuller's 
sarth (Bleicherde) from Czechoslovakia for SUV dxilling operations. He has 
asked A/O Avtovele to procure from Hungary a special type of clay which, when 
«peated with hydrochloric or sulfuric acid, washed and then dried, ylelds 

32 to 85 percent Fuller's earth. (1)
